these fairs. The State is not so large nor 
our exhibitors so numerous as to justify the 
holding of two general expositions at the 
same time. 
The success of Loth associ­ 
ations is desired, and the lull Itcnelits of 
hoth should he accorded the State. 
But 
this is impossible when they occupy com­ 
petitive attitudes. 
The request of the 
Sacramento Board of Trade was therefore 
proper and timely. Business organizations 
have the right to interest themselves in 
these matters, and no action would have 
been more fitting than for the two bodie' 
named to have brought about an amicable 
conference between the representatives of 
the two exposition associations. 
But the 
Chamber of Commerce declined to act be­ 
cause it had not been requested to do so by 
hoth the parties to the issue. 
Indeed! 
W hen prior action goes that far the medi­ 
ation of no trade body "ill lie needed. 
It. 
was precisely because the F air I (¡rectors 
have not come together to confer, and have 
not arranged or asked for a conference, 
that the Board of Trade solicited the 
Chamber to act with it in bringing it 
about. 
It is not a question of arbitration 
at all, hut one of independent mediation. 
The refusal of the < Iiamlier is based upon 
a narrow excuse, one not defensible; one 
justifying the suspicion that the represent­ 
ative commercial body of the metropolis 
rather favors the narrow and damaging 
policy pursued by the Mechanics’ Insti­ 
tute in holding over its fair to cover the 
dates of that of the .State Board of Agri­ 
culture. 
It is to lie hoped that the Board 
of Trade will not la- discouraged hv the 
rebutí of the ( handier, hut will pursue the 
purjiose it has in view, and bring about the 
conference aimed at. 


THE AMERICAN. THE BETTER METHOD. 


“ There are,” says Mr. Roe, now visiting 
this State for charitable interests in Ire­ 
land, ‘‘ nearly 6,000 deaf mutes in Ireland, 
and all the institutions in that country for 
their education and training are supported 
by private benefactions.” 
In neither Ire­ 
land, Scotland nor England are there any 
public institutions for these unfortunate 
beings. 
Americans, to whom State- asy­ 
lums for the deaf and dumb are so familiar, 
<';in be pardoned expressions of surprise at 
this statement, when, by turning to official 
nqiorts, it is disclosed that members of the 
Knglish Parliam ent have manifested like 
surprise on discovering the fact. 
If Eng­ 
lish legislators confess ignorance of the 
non-support bv the (Government of such 
institutions, how much less should it be 
expected that we in this country should 
be correctly informed upon the subject. 
W hether this non-contribution by (Great 
Britain to a broad charity for a class that 
is here recognized as a State charge is due 
to the forehanded ness of benevolent indi­ 
viduals, rendering Governmental activity 
unnecessary, or whether it is due to the 
position by the Government th at the deaf 
mute is not properly a ward of the State 
we have no means of determining. 
But we 
do know that it is deemed necessarv for 
agents to go abroad and solicit private aid 
for a hutoHue work that in America is 
unanimously agreed should Ik- borne by 
the State Governments. 
England itself is 
well 
supplied 
with 
asylums for deaf 
mutes 
the results of 
private Iiene- 
faetions — but 
Ireland 
has few such 
aids, and her ¡leuplc arc too impoverished to 
properly m aintain and enlarge those she has. 
From encyclopedic statistics it is learned 
that the proportion of deaf mutes to the 
population is nut greatly different in the 
two countries, and that in both nations the 
unfortunates are mainly educated in asy­ 
lums. 
The number of deaf mute institu­ 
tions in the United States is double that of 
those in England, while France aud (Ger­ 
many have eaeh a third more than we. In 
the method of earing for those who, under 
the Roman law, were placet! on a jdane 
with the idiotic, lait to whom the human­ 
ity and reason of this age give a proper 
position in society, we ectaiidy lead Eng­ 
land, just as in the^m m ber of institutions 
we surpass her.

to contribute for the care and education of 
a class in Ireland who here are made pub­ 
lic bc-neticiarios, ¡. a nor,.| sensation.

THE EXTREMES IN THE 
DEBATE. 
FINANCIAL 


T he Louisville Courier-Journal, which 
claims to occupy middle ground in the 
financial deliate, “ warms the ears’’ of ex­ 
tremists on both sides, because it believes 
extremism in this discussion is harmful to 
all interests. Thus it says; 
One extreme would ntioli'h ui! the silver and 
greenback currencies, and leave a monopoly of 
the circulation to the medium which constit­ 
utes less than one-lialf the currency volume. 
The opposite extreme would make the issue of 
legal tender and silver currencies unlimited. 
The one would establish a sort of plutocratic 
despotism in which the capitalist's money could 
buy several fold more lalmr and property than 
at present, and the other would work forward 
to a financial millennium, in which a basketful 
of money would buy a basketful of coal or laita- 
toes. 
, 
This is in itself an extreme way of stat­ 
ing the case, but the morale of the state­ 
ment is forcible. The Cincinnati Commer­ 
cial Gazette, in the same financial atmos­ 
phere, warns the gold men at the East 
that their vehement denunciation of silver 
is having precisely the opposite effect to 
that desired, since it does not convert the 
West. On the other hand it opposes the ex­ 
tremists who would drive gold out of the 
country. 
It believes th at the middle 
course is to cease forced silver coinage in 
order to avoid the demonetization of gold 
and the contraction of the currency. 
These views of two representatives jour­ 
nals of the middle West may be taken to 
indicate that public opinion in those sec­ 
tions does not run to either extreme, hut 
favors a policy—as the Journal puts it— 
“ th at will give a liberal supply of both 
metals.” 
The press «if the far East, how­ 
ever, is mainly as extrcmelv heated against 
silver as most of the journals of the far west 
are enthusiastic for it. 


FLORIDA AND CALIFORNIA. 


The freezing wave that last week swept 
over Florida and killed all the young 
orange trees, has caused an advance in prices 
in California for ungathered orange crop'. 
We have no desire to congratulate our [am­ 
ple upon gain resulting from the misfor­ 
tunes of others. 
But in this ease it was 
the act of nature, and it is defensible to 
sjieak of it as representing the superioritv 
of Calitbmia climate. 
We have no reason 
to expect such disastrous climatic condi­ 
tions here, and certainly none so severe as 
to operate harmfully upon the whole 
area of our semi-tropical section. It is not 
to be even taken into the account of possi­ 
bilities that cold waves will ever a fleet all 
the orange-producing !>clts in California at 
oue time. 
This season has, therefore, de­ 
veloped an additional risk the orange- 
grower of Florida assumes, that is practi- 
callv unknown to the orange-growers of 
California, and to this record of nature we 
may .justifiably appeal in advocating the 
claims of this State.

CALIFO RNIA. 


T he G reat Storm . 
San F rancisco, January 20th.—At 12 
A. M. to-day a southeasterly gale was blow­ 
ing at Point Lobos at the rate of seventy 
miles [ier hour. The force of the vale hail 
steadily increased since sunrise. At C a. n. 
the wind at Point Lobos was blowing fresh 
at the rate of about thirty-six miles per 
hour. 
At !> a. M. it had reached a velocity 
of sixty miles. 
Still it continued to in ­ 
crease. 
Seaward from Point lx>bos the 
view w as clouded by sheets of spray which 
were driven before the wind. 
The bar 
broke heavily 
At 11:45 the ocean was 
white as far as the eye could reach. Li the 
language of the observer for the Mer­ 
chants’ 
Exchange 
at 
Point Lobos, it 
"seemed to he breaking everywhere.” The 
movements of shipping through the Heads 
were suspended. 
The 
bay grew very 
rough, and ferry-boats labored heavily 
in 
the 
sea 
running. 
Buildings 
shook and glass crashed from slamming 
doors and from 
windows. 
The rain 
and wind came in gusts. At noon the 
wind at Point Lobos was reported to have 
reached the great velocity of 72 miles pc-r 
hour. 
Canvas signs, and many wooden 
ones, went down early in the cyclone. A 
sign at the corner of Dupont and Market 
streets was thrown down, but fortunately 
no one was beneath it. All the high 
fences surrounding the vacant lots near the 
new City Hall were leveled, scarcely a foot 
being left standing. 
Throughout the en­ 
tire length of Market street and the inter­ 
secting streets woolen signs wore brought 
down to the ground and canvas signs 
ripped into ribbons. During the bight of 
the gale a portion of the spire of the First 
Congregational Church was blown off, 
falling 
into the 
street, 
hut 
without 
doing any 
damage. 
A similar effect 
of the wind was seen on 
Montgomery 
street, near Post. There oue of the pinna­ 
cles surm ounting the Masonic Temple was 
blown otf, falling to the sidewalk w ithin a 
few feet of two gentlemen, who were pass­ 
ing by. A street car belonging to the Omni­ 
bus line was struck by a sudden gust of 
wind, while coming down Montgomery 
street at about 1 o'clock, and was lifted 
clear oil the track and carried some dis­ 
tance away without injuring either the 
horses or the car. The cm- contained a 
num berof passengers at the time, all of 
whom kept their seats, not realizing for a 
moment that anything unusual had hap­ 
pened. The South Pacific Coast Railroad 
ran only one boat during the day, and 
several trips liad to be omitted. 
The 
old landing up the creek had to be 
utilized, as the storm 
would not per­ 
mit an approach to the new wharf. A 
portion of the high fence surrounding the 
wharf on this side was blown away and 
several boxes of merchandise were also 
carrie! overboard. The heavy gusts of 
wind shortly after 12 o’clock to-day un­ 
roofed the Mechanics’ Pavilion. The dam ­ 
age to the building is considerable. At the 
Clitl this morning the spray from the break­ 
ing waves was carriel over the Cliff House. 
A house on the county road, known as the 
Four mile House, is reported to have been 
blown down, killing a woman. There was 
an unusually high tide. 
Basements in 
some of the lower streets were flooded to a 
greater or less extent. A good portion of 
the fourth story of Donaime's brick build­ 
ing, in course of erection corner of First 
and Mission streets, was blown in by tiie 
storm, injuring no one, but damaging the 
building considerably. 
Oakland, January 20th.—The tide was 
very high at 11 o’clock to-day. The water 
covered the narrow-gauge track to a depth 
of six inches, and the running of trains 
was slightly interrupted. The brig Emma 
Augusta drugged her anchor in East (lak­ 
eland Basin, and floated against the Alice- 
‘ street bridge of the Central Pacific Railway. 
The bowsprit of the brig was broken, and 
lodged across the track, and, in conse­ 
quence, train ' were delayed.

The gale blew 
down the high fence at the County Jail.

San Fkani isco, January 20tli. — The 
dynamiters, Weis man, Koushc-r and Mit- 
telstadt, appeared for sentence before Police 
Judge Rtx this forenoon.

upon if they had anything to say why 
sentence should not 'be pronounced, all 
three prisoners, Weisman speaking first, 
and Koosher and Mittelstadt following in 
order, pleaded that they had no knowledge 
that they were doing anything wrong—not 
knowing that they were violating any 
ordinance.

One would naturally infer from reading

If the “ Bonanza ranch is latgely com­ 
posed of rocks anu gravel” then it must 
certainly be non-productive, as ail intelli­ 
gent agriculturists know that sucha barren 
soil yields little or nothing, and it stands 
to reason that trees won’t grow on rocks, 
even whet* said rocks arc irrigated, so in 
comes slickens to explain the reason for 
the fertility of the Bonanza ranch, and to 
retute the libels heaped upon it. 
Until 
the owners of the property commenced 
irrigating with slickens water the land was 
the very acme of barreness and sterility, 
now it is cultivated, an oasis in the desert 
of barren land around it. Tiiis year the 
Excelsior Company gathered ail immense 
crop of oranges from the Bonanza ranch, 
which all m ountain experts pronounced 
sweet and juicy. The honorable ex-Mayor 
is not an accurate reckoner, as the Bonanza 
ranch is fully sixteen miles above Marys­ 
ville, and not ten. as be states. He evi­ 
dently knows the locality better now than 
he did some live years ago, when lie at­ 
tempted to accompany the Debris Com­ 
missioners to the Bonanza ranch. Then 
he rode on and on, probably computing 
with iiis correct eye the quantity of slick­ 
ens placed in the river since lie ceased m in­ 
ing at Long B ar and using the Yuba river 
as a dum p. No one lias bad better oppor­ 
tunities of knowing the properties of that 
much-abused “ slh-kens” tlmn the honora­ 
ble ex-Mayor and C. E. Sexey, both old­ 
time miners, who evidently remember how 
the seedling oranges planted in slickens soil 
thrived and flourished. That was before 
the era of medicine and real estate. 
It was 
quite unnecessary for the honorable ex­ 
Mayor to open tlie vials of his wrath on 
what lie terms “ O’Brien’s fertilizer.” 
Mr. 
O Brien has not been engaged in mining 
for tiie [last four years; lie lias ceased to 
be a vandal, and now can calmly rest on 
his ranch some nine "miles above Marys­ 
ville, and watch the scouring out of the 
Yuba river and welcome the advent of clear 
water. 
I would say in conclusion that it would 
be advisable for the honorable ex-Mayor 
to secure reliable data, and lie absolutely 
certain of what lie says before be thrusts 
another dish of bis facts under the public's 
nostrils, though it is patent to all he used 
the orange as an excuse to deliver a homily 
on “slickens.” Though ex-Mayor of Marys­ 
ville, the honorable gentleman’is not infalli­ 
ble. and bis present absurd blunder belittles 
his former exalted position. H ois evidently 
a hum anitarian, and his praiseworthy at­ 
tempts at preaching the gospel of truth 
should not be derided, and it is ignoble in 
any one to “ dare to defy the successful 
contradiction of a single statem ent ” made 
by him . I have trespassed on your time 
longer than 1 had intended, and trust you 
will give this communication space in your 
jiaiier. 
I write unknown to, and unw ar­ 
ranted by James O'Brien, and in the capac­ 
ity of one who has resided here well-nigh 
thirty years, and knows thoroughly that 
upon which he speaks.

Knowing 
your 
paper IS ever foremost in promoting the 
cause of justice, and willing to aid in refut­ 
ing falsehoods. I venture te address you a 
few lines relative to the commupicalion 
from “ The Hon. C. E. Stone, M. I).. ex­ 
Mayor of Marysville (I trust none of his 
titles have been omitted), published in 
Thursday’s Pee. .Mr. O'Brien is awav from 
home at present, but I. as one who knows 
whereof he speaks, take the liberty of cor­ 
recting the misstatements made by the 
Hon. ex-Mayor. 1 write solely in defense 
of our town and its productions, so that 
visitors to the citrus fair may not go away 
with the impression that our village is pro­ 
lific in falsifiers, as one would infer from 
the Bee's attempted sarcasm. It was de­ 
cidedly malarial wit. and the author neods 
a strong tonic.- Facts are stubborn things; 
stubborn things sometimes kick, and the 
ex-Mayor may find himself astride the 
wrong fact. R esult; Unceremonious exit 
of said ” H on. ex-Mayor.” The oranges 
and lemons contributed by James O'Brien 
were grown at Smartsville in his private 
grounds, and not on the Bonanza ranch, as 
the Hon. ex-Mayor assures the deluded 
public. Smartsville is situated 20 miles 
above Marysville, and it is 700 feet above 
tide water. 
Mr. 0 Brien owns some thirteen acres 
immediately surrounding his house. The 
land when bought was barran and non­ 
productive, covered with rocks and red 
clay, not mure than a lew inches in depth. 
By constantly manuring with slickens and 
irrigating with muddy water he has suc­ 
ceeded in rendering his land arable. The 
orange and lemon trees were planted some 
fifteen years ago as an experiment to test 
the power o f slickens as a fertilizer. .Some 
four years ago the trees began to bear, and 
since that time they have yielded abun­ 
dantly. The crop this vear averaged 0.000, 
and the oranges were the finest and most 
luscious grown in the countv, entirely free 
from the valley pest, the scale-bug.' Be­ 
sides oranges and lemons, Mr. O'Brien Las 
citron trees, nut trees, fruits of everv vari­ 
ety 
and 
an 
excellent 
vineyard, ail 
planted and grown on slickens land irriga­ 
ted with muddy water. Here. ti>o. is found 
the .-live raised by Mr. Redfield, whose 
land was formerly a rocky waste, but is 
now rich in fruits and flowers of everv 
kind. Both Mr. O'Brien's and Mr. Red- 
field's grounds are irrigated with water that 
comes directly from the Excelsior ditches, 
which latter supply many mines on the 
ridge, and come to us laden with the life- 
giving “ slickens.” 
According to the ex­ 
Mayor's statement, water carries little or no 
dirt in susjiension, as he says the water 
*■ from which O'Brien's trees are irrigated 
contains but a small amouut of detritus, 
which, when it reaches bis hillside ranch!

THE FRUIT UNION. 


A new Federal Grand Jury was im ­ 
paneled Tuesday in the District Court. 
Physicians now think Col. Wason will 
not lose his leg which was run over bv the 
Union-street cars.

Matthew T. Eddy, the proprietor of the 
Amador House, at No. C75 Mission street 
who was shot last Sunday night by Harry 
Huff, alias Hawk, died on Tuesday. 
In the suit of Yeck Wo to restrain Chief 
Crowley from enforcing the laundry ordi­ 
nance declared valid by the State Supreme 
Court, 011 the ground that the ordinance 
was a violation of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment of the Constitution of the United 
States and ot the treaty with China, Judge 
Sawyer has rendered a decision refusing to 
interfere in the matter. 
Lighthouse Keeper Turk at Goat Island 
has been missing since Monday, and it is 
feared that he is drowned. 
He came to 
this city 011 duty Monday evening, and 
instead of being towed back by the steam 
launch which usually did the’ service for 
him , it is thought that he tried to row 
across, and was lost. 
Neither lie nor his 
boat has been seen since Monday night. 
Niclio'as M. Bell, Superintendent of For­ 
eign Mails, at W ashington, lias notified 
Postmaster Backus that the Pacific Mail 
Company has tendered the steamship Zoa- 
landia, to sail from this port for Sydney by 
way of Honolulu, on the 27th instant, for 
the conveyance of the mail, which has 
been accepted. The Postmaster has been 
directed to dispatch the mail by that steam­ 
ship.

T rovrle on the Southern.—The rail­ 
road company arc having much trouble 
down south, which Superintendent Fill 
more refers to as follows; “ Our trouble is 
all between Mohave and Yuma. There 
arc washouts in the Soledad canvon and 
one bridge in the canyon, which we know 
as the fourth crossing, is off its abutments. 
The bridges 011 both sides of Los Angeles 
arc damaged ; there are three or four bents 
out of each one, and we can not get trains 
either into or out of Los Angeles. The 
river has left its bed and is running into the 
lower part of Los Angeles. No trains can 
get in from the Santa Ana vallev. from 
San Pedro or from Santa Monica. ’ There 
are 
small 
washouts 
between 
Colton 
and Los Angeles and the Los Angeles 
branch. 
In the desert there are wash­ 
outs between Indio and Yuma, to what 
extent we do not know. The California 
Southern between W aterman and Colton 
is badly washed, and m any cuts are filled 
in with slides. At W aterman Junction the 
whole town is flooded and several stores 
are partly filled with water. There are 
many washouts on the Atlantic and Pacific 
road. 
At the Mojave river they are com­ 
pelled to transfer passengers, and there has 
been an interruption for forty-eight hours. 
They hope to get through to-night. ] can­ 
not yet say how extensive the washouts are 
along the Southern Pacific. There are side 
washes by the track, say ten inches deep 
and half way across the ties. 
In some 
places culverts have given way where thev 
were not large enough to take’ all the wa­ 
ter. 
Probabiy there will not lie through 
trains on the Southern Pacific Railroad 
within a week.”

MEETING IX SAN FRANCISCO OF 
THE STOCKHOLDERS. 


AMUSEMENTS, ETC. 


S p ecial R ep ort o f Y esterday's P ro­

U nion’s" R ep resen tative. . 


San F rancisco, January 20th.—The Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Union convened at 1:45 i\ m. 


¡11 the Grand Hotel Music Hall, for the 
first annual meeting, H. I*. Livermore. 
President, in the chair, with H. A. Fair- 
bauk as Secretary. 
The President stated 
that the large num ber of applicants for 
stock had delayed the hour of meeting, 
and others were still present waiting to 
have stock issued to them. On motion, F. 
V7. Madely was appointed Secretary pro 
ten»., that the regular Secretary might con­ 
tinue the work of receiving and acting 
upon applications for stock. 
The President stated that the present 
meeting was for the ratification of the by­ 
laws, and the election of a new Board of 
Trustees to serve during the ensuing year. 
Hs stated that no systematic canvass had 
been made for membership, as the Board 
did not feel authorized to do so; that while 
a goodly am ount of stock had been sub­ 
scribed, a large num ber of fruit-growers 
bad not come in, or been reached, although 
be thought, so far as he could learn, all ap­ 
proved the Union, and would eventually 
became members. 
The first business was announced to be 
the consideration and ratification of the 
by-laws. That portion, said he, relating to 
issuance of stock, has had the approval of 
eminent counsel, and inasmuch as any 
change on their part might necessitate a 
: i issue ot certificates of stock (as this sec­ 
tion of the by-laws is printed on the back 
oi each certificate of stock), he did not 
think it necessary, or perhaps best, to 
change that portion. H e also stated that 
the Board of Directors had 
procured, 
through the R. G. Dun A Go. Commercial 
Agency, a list of about 500 leading fruit 
dealers 
throughout 
the 
East, 
with 
whom correspondence can be conducted 
concerning increased sales of California 
fruit. Replies have already been received 
from some dealers to the effect that sales 
would be made with a decreased rate of 
profit, next year by Eastern dealers. 
Calls were made for a formal report 
from the Board of Directors of whatever 
they bad done since thev were elected. 
Mr. Livermore replied that the Directors 
had regarded their term» of office aud 
duties, as really temporary, and that no 
action liad been taken which they regarded 
of sufficient importance for a report. 
Upon motion the by-laws were then 
taken up and read for information of all 
present, with the understanding that they 
would be open to amendment after such 
reading. 
\\ illiam Johnston, of Sacramento, made 
the point of order again that a report 
should be made of the transactions of the 
Board of Directors by the Board, and as a 
member of the Union lie demanded a re­ 
port. 
Mr. Livermore said bis informal remarks 
already made covered the operations of the 
Board, and that the making of a report 
had been defeated by the num ber of appli­ 
cations made to-day for stock, 110 time be­ 
ing thereby allowed in which to make a 
report. 
I pon motion the Board was requested to 
submit a report to-morrow morning. 
K. D. Stephens, of Sacramento, offered a 
revised set of by-laws as a substitute for 
the present by-laws of the Union. 
[The 
revised laws are those recently published 
in the R ecord-Union as adopted by the 
fruit-growers at Sacramento.] 
A warm 
debate ensued upon the reading, which oc­ 
cupied, in speeches and votes, three-quar- 
teis of an hour, and resulted in a refusal to 
hear them. 
[The further report from our representa- 
ti\e would have been by telegraph, but the 
storm having cut off that means of com­ 
munication, we are without the report.—

LOCAL INTELUGENCE. 


A p p e a ls fro m Ifaltcan C o rp u s. 
In m aking up liis report of the proceed­ 
ings of the Hoard of City Trustees, Tues- 
dav, upon the Chinese expulsion ordinance 
for the R ecord-1 nion, the reporter did not 
consider the question of appeal on habeas 
corpus as im portant to the consideration of 
the matter, and therefore omitted part of 
w hat City Attorney Anderson said, upon 
the right of appeal in certain cases on 
habeas corpus. As the omission has created 
comment and caused some criticism, it is 
but just to publish the full text of what 
Mr. Anderson did say. which is as follows : 
“ There is no appeal to the Supreme Court 
ot the I nited States oil habeas corpus, ex­ 
cept in a few eases; that the violation of 
the Constitution, or any law or treaty of 
the L nited States, could not be reviewed in 
the L nited Stales Supreme Court on habeas 
corpus; that he had, however, been in ­ 
formed that there were certain exceptions 
to this rule.” 
Upon examination of the Federal I’ro- 
cedure in habeas corpus cases, it appears 
that, under Section 764, appeals can only 
be taken in cases as follows : “ * 
* When 
any person who, being a subject or citizen 
of a foreign State, and domiciled therein, 
is committed or confined or in custody bv 
or under the authority or law of the ( nited 
States, or of any State, or process founded 
thereon, for or on account of any act done 
or omitted under any alleged right, title, 
authority, privilege, protection, or exemp­ 
tion, set up or claimed under the commis­ 
sion, Ol der or sanction of any foreign State 
or sovereignty, the validity and ell'ect 
whereof depend upon the law of maion*.at 
under color thereof.' 
Also, in certain cases 
under the Restriction Act.

crackers, for in fact the box contained only 
a num ber of those explosives and some 
paper saturated with coal oil. it being ar­ 
ranged with u spring in such a m anner that 
the opening of its cover would explode a 
cap and start a fusilade.

Early yesterday morning a strong breeze 
from the southeast set in, and before the 
forenoon was well advanced it incieased to 
a gale, and was accompanied by a heavy 
rainfall. About noon the storm was at its 
hight, and about 2:30 it had moderated 
greatly, and soon ceased. W bile it pre­ 
vailed considera!) e damage was done in 
the city, fences, gates, small buildings, etc., 
being blown down, signs sent tlving in 
every direction, and trees and shrubbery 
destroyed or seriously injured in every por­ 
tion of the city. Hundreds of papes of 
glass were broken in windows, tin roots 
were made to suffer, and roofs leaked that 
never leaked before. 
W hen the storm 
commenced the orange trees were tolerably 
well laden with fruit; when it ceased the 
fruit was lying on tne ground, and the 
small boy was feasting his eves upon it 
from the sidewalk, and wondering if any­ 
one 
was 
looking, and 
what 
would 
happen if he should be caught inside 
the 
fence. 
The wind 
at times had 
an eccentric twist to it. consequent upon 
its shifting from one jMjint to another in 
an unsettled manner, and this was the 
cause of its doing so much damage. 
It 
was an evil-dispositioned wind, as could 
he observed in its conduct towards fences. 
If possible it sent a fence to the ground 
with a straight-from-the-shouldcr blow; 
but if it failed to knock it out with one 
gust, but only staggered it. as it were, it 
would go after it like a catcli-as-catch-can 
wrestler, toss it about viciously, tumble 
all over it and crunch it, and not cease 
until it was as flat as a pancuke and un­ 
able to come to time. 
It was a great day 
for (lying hats, and when a m an wasn’t 
chasing his own tile lie cot’ld laugh at 
somebody that was in anxious pursuit of 
head-wearing through mud and rain. 
At 
the passenger depot two of the large storm 
doors broke from their fastenings and 
came down with a crash, first one and 
then the other, making snch a racket that 
nervous people began to fear that the 
building would soon tum ble about their 
ears. 
Doubtless the 
wildest scene in 
the city was 
created by the thrashing 
about of the tall 
eucalyptus and ever­ 
green trees in the grove" in front of the 
depot sitting-rooms, the wind making them 
writhe and bend and snap, their tops at 
times almost touching the ground, and 
their branohes interm ingling in utter con­ 
fusion. 
The eucalyptus trees withstood 
the strain nobly for hours, but when the 
storm reached its hight many of them suc­ 
cumbed and will have to be cut up for tire- 
wood. X'early 100 trees, of the number 
ornamenting the grounds about the rail- 
read works, were blown down. Alter the 
gale subsided some one called attention to 
the eucalyptus trees that survived, and in­ 
quired " Don’t they look tired?” and they 
certainly did seem to be examples of com­ 
plete weariness. Very few ladies appeared 
on the streets during "the day, and " rude 
Boreas 'n ev er showed him self more rude 
than his treatm ent of those that ventured 
out. Horses that were doing duty had the 
hardest time of all anim ate things, and fre­ 
quently were unable to make headway 
With tliev chicles to which they were at 
tached. 
Finally, business having been 
virtually brought to a standstill, the larger 
business houses sent their trucks and big 
wagons to the stable, and the car. express 
wagon and liack-horses were almost the 
only equine suilcrers. Railroad men ar­ 
riving on the various trains reported the 
worst storm of the season wherever they 
came from, and there was a genera! re­ 
hearsal of the fact that the Signal Service 
had prognosticated “ For California, gen­ 
erally fair weather with variable winds.” 
The 
DAM AGE REPORTED 
Was serious in many instances. The roof 
of the new 1’ls nix Mill, on Thirteenth 
street, built by George Schrotli to replace 
the structure burned a few m onths ago, 
showed signs of breaking away during the 
forenoon, and men were working upon it 
when, about 12:30 r. m., a gust unusually 
strong ripped it up. and two large pieces, 
rolled into bunches, were hurled into the 
-treet, and another large niece fell over the 
side of ti e building and hung there. Two 
men on the roof at the time did all they 
could to prevent the catastrophe, and only 
got otif of the wav in time. By the prompt 
spreading of canvas the rain that fell was 
kept from the machinery, and, the upper 
tloor being tight, the water did not descend 
lower, and the damage done is not great, 
beyond the cost of the roof. 
At the railroad works about sixty feet of 
the ventilator roof of the rolling mills was 
lorn off. ascended into the air as though 
forced upward by an explosion, and fell 
upon the trees iii the yard. Some of the 
other roofs of the works had to he looked 
to carefully. 
The large ornamental piece surmounting 
the front cornice ot the Free Library build­ 
ing was blown off. and fell upon the stair­ 
way leading from the sidewalk to the base­ 
ment, crushing the steps into kindling 
wood. Otiier damage'was also done by the 
falling mass. 
The front forty feet of the roof of the 
building 41!» anil 121 J street, occupied by 
Benj. Uuhcti as a carpet store, the upper 
story being used as residence, was also car­ 
ried away by the gale. The water passed 
into the residence rooms, and accumulated 
to a depth of about six inches oh the Moor. 
Mr. Cohen and others assisted in removing 
the furniture, carpets, etc.. into rear apart­ 
ments, and then attended to goods in the 
store. The store tloor is double, hut the 
water found its way into the basement 
nevertheless, and considerable stock was 
injured. 
The lofty smokestack at Waterhouse A 
Lester's mill fell with a crash into the 
alley, carrying away a small portion of the 
lirewall, and doing some damage to asm all 
building upon which it fell. The mill was 
not in operation, and consequently no in­ 
convenience of a business nature resulted. 
A small house on It street, between 
Eighth 
and 
Ninth, occupied by Mrs. 
Keeler, a member of the Salvation Army, 
and her children, four or live in number, 
was blown from the scantling upon which 
it was raised about live feet from the 
ground, and was almost wrecked. No one 
was hu “*" and a goat, which was kept be­ 
neath t - building, also escaped uninjured. 
An old structure back of the St. George 
building, belonging to William Cummings 
and occupied as a stable, was tumbled into 
ruins. 
. 
A stable on F street, near Nineteenth, be­ 
longing to Mrs. C. Mangón, fell, covering a 
cow in the debris. The anim al was ex­ 
tricated immediately afterwards by A. Kra- 
zee and otlicer Frazee and son,"and was 
found to be pretty badly hurt. 
The roof of the Synagogue, Sixth street, 
between J and K. is reported to have en­ 
tirely. blown off. 
The upper portion of the front of Philip 
Phillips house. 0 street, between Fourth 
and Fifth, was blown off. 
The roof of the Golden Eagle Hotel got 
started, and soon a portion of it would have 
been on an excursion but for tbe prompt 
work of mine host Bowers and his em­ 
ployes. 
The Woolen Mill lost its smokestack and 
part of a fence. 
Among the fences blown down w as that 
in front of Gribble A Joseph's propertv. 
Second street, near I ; Frank Miller's liigli 
fence on Fifth street, near J. used by W. A. 
Caswell as a bulletin board: George H ar­ 
vey’s fence, Thirteenth and G streets; fence 
at the Nineteenth and P streets school 
building: that at the German Lutheran 
C hurch: fence at W illiam Boone's, Twen­ 
tieth and G streets. This is but a small 
portion of the damage of that character 
done. 
A portion of the upper balcony in front 
of J. J. Spieker’s drug i^ore. Sixth and K 
streets, was torn off, and the falling hoards 
broke some window glass. 
Officer Frank Rider had a narrow escape 
from injury. He was hurrying to the depot, 
along Second street, when some one called 
to him. and he stopped for a few moments. 
That just saved him from being eaught be­ 
neath the fence in front of Joseph A 
Gribble* property, in front of which lie 
would have been passing when it was 
knocked down. 
A tailing sign from Hale Bros. A Co.’s 
store was thrown against C. Clinch’s shop 
near by. smashing some glass. The Band­ 
box millinery store's sign broke a $50 pane 
of glass in a window when it fell. 
C. W. Baker's residence. Front street, 
near 1, was flooded slightly in consequence 
of a skylight blowing off'. 
Tbe 
lire-alarm 
telegraph wires were 
greatly damaged by falling trees. 
The telegraph wires in all directions 
were prostrated. The Stockton train left 


late in getting here, having leen detained 
removing fallen telegraph poles and wire 
from the track. 
A large warehouse at Roseville, which 
has been very shaky for some time, col 
lapsed and the debris blocked the railroad 
track for some time. 
A large tree fell across the street railroad 
track on Tenth street, between H and I. 
and had to be cut in pieces before ears 
could pass. One car was about 100 feet 
from it when it fell. 
Handsome shade and ornam ental trees 
were blown down or injured in all portions 
of the city, including several in the Capitol 
Park and Plaza. C. McCreary, Tenth, be­ 
tween K and I. streets, lost »hrec locusts 
and one cedar; German-Angelical Church, 
one cellar; Mrs. E. Cadwalader, one cedar ; 
C. E. Phipps, 1223 O street, one gum ; O 
and Fourteenth streets, two gum s; O street, 
between Eighth and Ninth, one gum ; H. 
A. Weaver, Nineteenth and H, one cedar; 
A. Leonard, Seventeenth, G and H, two 
magnificent cedars; II. M. LaRue, Six­ 
teenth and H. one very large gum ; S. H. 
Gerrish. G, Fifteenth and Sixteenth, one 
gum ; W in. Moorhead, G, Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth, two gum s; Mrs. McDonald, 
Sixteenth and H, one gum ; Fourteenth 
ami G streets, one locust; Fifteenth and F 
streets, one cedar and one locust: F, Thir­ 
teenth and Fourteenth, one g u m ; Mrs. 
Moore. Thirteenth and F, three cedars, 
three locusts and one gum ; Mr. Fish, 
Twelfth, F and G, two very large cedars ; 
General J. T. Carey, large pine tree, which 
narrowly escaped crushing the house; A.

SER GEA NT R A R W K k ’s R E fO R T . 
Sergeant Barwick gives the following 
facts relative to the storm and other m at­ 
ters : 
The total velocity of wind for the six 
hours yesterday, from 9 a . m . to 3 p. \i . was 
216 miles, or exactly 36 miles per hour. 
Between 1 and 1:3(5 p. m . yesterday the 
highest velocity was reached, which was a 
maximum of 44 miles per hour; during 
five minutes there were 4 miles made, 
which was an average of 48 miles per hour, 
and (in several occasions during the six 
hours’ blow there were 2 miles made in 
two 
m inutes—or an 
average 
of 
60 
miles 
per 
hour. 
The 
official 
m axim um 
velocity 
was 
44 
miles. 
This is the highest velocity ever recorded 
since the Signal Office was established 
here, in July, 1877. The nearest to 44 
miles per hour occurred in May, 1878—40 
miles; December, 1870—39 miles; and De­ 
cember, 1S80—40 miles. 
The following 
shows the highest hourly velocity for each 
year since 187' 
Highest velocity in 1878, 
40 miles—in M ay; in 1879, 39 miles—in 
December; in 1880,40 miles—in Decem­ 
ber; in 1881,32 miles—in Jan u ary : in 1882, 
35 miles, in A pril; in 1883, 36 miles—in 
January ; in 1S84, 36 miles, in December; 
in 1885,36 miles—in November; in 1886. 
41 miles—in January. 
The pressure or 
force of tbe wind, at a velocity of 30 miles 
per hour, on i.ne square foot of surface is 
0.48 pounds ; 40 miles per hour, 8 pounds: 
41 miles, 9.68 pounds; 48 miles, 11.52 
pounds: 50 miles, 12.50 pounds; and 60 
miles, 18 pounds. 
The barometer was rising rapidly on the 
19th, and continued to rise until 1 a . m . 
yesterday (20th), after which tim e it began 
falling, and in eight hours had fallen .22° 
—quite 
a 
rapid 
fall. 
From 
noon 
yesterday it began to rise gradually, with 
southerly winds traveling from 12 to 18 
miles per hour and clouds moving rapidly 
from the southwest. 
Low send and nim ­ 
bus yesterday afternoon were moving rap­ 
idly from the south, and as they began to 
come from the southwest there was a break 
in clouds, when higher and thicker clouds 
were seen moving slowly from some south­ 
erly 
point. 
The 
rain 
began about 
2 
a . 
M . yesterday, and at 4 \ 
M . there 
had been 
.15 of an 
inch 
deposited; 
from 4 a . m . to noon .53 of an inch, and 
from noon to 7 p. m. .75 of an inch, making 
a total rainfall yesterday of 1.43 inches and 
3.43 inches for the month, and a total of 
20.12} inches for the season, as against 16.58 
inches for the entire season of 1884-85. 
Telegraph wires down, and no Signal Serv­ 
ice re|Mirts received at noon or last night 
either, therefore we are unable to say what 
the weather is along the Pacific slope, but 
hope it has not been any worse than at this 
point. This can truly be said to be the 
worst wind-storin ever felt here during 
the last eight years. 


“ W lioH oever.” 
The interest in the M unhall meetings 
seems apparently beyond the wrath of even 
such a storm as raged in the city yesterday. 
A good gathering was present at the Sixth- 
street M. E. Church in the afternoon, and a 
large audience was present in the evening 
at Armory Hull. 
The topic of the after­ 
noon Bible reading was “Separation from 
the W orld.” He based his reading mainly 
on Mutt, vi., 24 : " Ye cannot serve God 
and Mammon." 
The drift of his exposi­ 
tion was in marking out the line between 
the permissible and the forbidden to the 
professing Christian. 
The text for the evening service was 
“ Whosoever,” taken from John iii., 16 and 
17 : “ For God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whoso­ 
ever believetii in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life. For God sent not 
His Son into the world to condemn the 
world; but that tlie world through Him 
might be saved.” The sermon was well- 
timed and forcible. That passage of Script­ 
ure, lie claimed, opened wide the doors of 
salvation, and all men who are willing and 
desirous can be saved. He said there was 
not a m an or woman within tbe sound of 
his voice, but what had neard the word of 
God discussed, and all such who are will­ 
ing to adm it its truth would be enabled to 
receive salvation.

There is ab­ 
solutely nothing between you and salva­ 
tion. it you are willing to receive it. ¿There 
is nothing tor you to do, if you wish to be 
saved, but to surrender to Jesus; not a 
single straw in your way, if you are will­ 
ing. There is room in heaven for all—for 
the fallen as well as the moral, the most 
despicable tram pas well as the most intel­ 
ligent and respected man in the commu­ 
nity. Jesus came not to bring tbe right­ 
eous, but sinners to repentance. “ All we, 
like sheep, have gone astray; we have 
turned everyone to his own w ay: and the 
Lord hath laid on Christ the iniquity ot 
us all.” 
At the close of his sermon.which through­ 
out was an exhortation to all to surrender 
to Christ and tfc>e from the wrath to come, 
the congregation sang “ Just as I am, w ith­ 
out one plea.'' during the singing of which 
all who desired to become Christians were 
requested to go forward. The minister 
urged all who had not espoused the cause 
of Christ to do so at once ; this was their 
time and their opportunity. '* Who will 
be the first one? Is there a soul here that 
wants to be saved ?” 
One young man went 
forward at the close of the hymn, and the 
minister exclaim ed: “ Are there others 
that will come? Come at once. 
If you 
w ant to be saved will you not come? 
Only one young man in all this congrega­ 
tion that wants to l>e saved, after we have 
so forcibly presented tne tru th ? 
This 
meeting is dismissed, and I hope vou will 
all go home and pray lor the salvation of 
the many. I will remain and talk to this 
young man myself.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE, 


A p p ea ls from H ab eas Corpus. 
In m aking up his report of the proceed­ 
ings of the Board of City Trustees, Tues­ 
day, upon the Chinese expulsion ordinance 
for the R e c o r o -V n i o k , the reporter did not 
consider the question of appeal on habeas 
corpus as im portant to the consideration of 
the matter, and therefore omitted part of 
w hat City Attorney Anderson said upon 
the right of appeal ¡n certain cases on 
habeas corpus. As the omission has created 
comment and caused some criticism, it is 
but just to publish tiie full text ot what 
Mr. Anderson did say. which is as follows : 
“ There is no appeal to the Supreme Court 
ol the I nited States on habeas corpus, ex­ 
cept in a few cases; that the violation of 
the Constitution, or any law or treaty of 
the L nited States, could not be reviewed in 
the L nited States Supreme Court on habeas 
corpus; that he had, however, been in­ 
formed that there were certain exceptions 
to this rule.” 
I pon examination of the Federal Pro­ 
cedure in habeas corpus cases.it appears 
that, under Section 761, appeals can only 
be taken in cases as follows : “ * 
When 
any person who, being a subject or citizen 
of a foreign State, and domiciled therein, 
is committed or conlined or in custody by 
or under the authority or law of the United 
States, or of any State, or process founded 
thereon, for or on account of any act done 
or omitted under any alleged fight, title, 
authority, privilege, protection, or exemp­ 
tion, set up or claimed under the commis­ 
sion, order or sanction of any foreign State 
or sovereignty, the validity and eifect 
whereof depend upon the luir o f nations, ox 
under color thereof.” 
Also, in certain eases 
under the Restriction Act. 


O n l y B o y s’ Ft n .— Mrs. Childs, the lady 
who had an experience with a cigar-hox 
“ infernal machine” Tuesday morning, has 
been somewhat astonished and annoyed at 
the circulation that has been given the 
matter.

chasing his own tile he could laugh at 
somebody that was in anxious pursuit of 
head-wearing through mud and rain. 
At 
the passenger depot two of the large storm 
doors broke from their fastenings and 
cante down with a crash, first one and 
then the other, m aking such a racket that 
nervous people began to fear that the 
building would soon tum ble about their 
ears. 
Doubtless the 
wildest scene in 
the city was 
created by the thrashing 
about of the tall 
eucalyptus and ever­ 
green trees in the grove' in front of the 
depot sitting-rooms, the wind making them 
writhe and bend and snap, their tops at 
times almost touching the ground, and 
their branches interm ingling in utter con­ 
fusion. 
The eucalyptus trees withstood 
the strain nobly for Boors, but when the 
storm reached its bight many of them suc­ 
cumbed and will have to be cut up for fire­ 
wood. Nearly 100 trees, of the number 
ornamenting the grounds about the rail- 
read works, were blown down. After the 
gale subsided some one called attention to 
the eucalyptus trees that survived, and in­ 
quired “ Don’t they look tired?" and they 
certainly did seem to be examples of com­ 
plete weariness. 
Very few ladies appeared 
on the streets during 'the day, and •* rude 
Boreas” never showed him self more rude 
than his treatment of those that ventured 
out. Horses that were doing duty had the 
hardest time of all anim ate things, and fre­ 
quently were unable to make headway 
with thev ehicles to which they were at 
tached. 
Finally, business having been 
virtually brought to a standstill, the larger 
business houses sent their trucks and big 
wagons to the stable, and the ear. express 
wagon and hack-borses were almost the 
only equine sufferers. Railroad men ar­ 
riving on the various trains reported the 
worst storm of the season wherever they 
came from, and there was a general re­ 
hearsal cf the fact that the Signal Service 
had prognosticated “ For California, gen­ 
erally fair weather with variable winds.” 
The 
DAMAGE REPORTED 
Was serious in m any instances. The roof 
of the new Pho-nix Mill, on Thirteenth 
street, built by George Schroth to replace 
the structure burned a few m onths ago, 
showed signs of breaking away during the 
forenoon, and men were working upon it 
when, about 12:30 p. >t., a gust unusually 
strong ripped it up, and two large pieces, 
rolled into bunches, were hurled into the 
street, and another large piece fell over the 
side of the building and hung there. Two 
men on the roof at the time did all they 
could to prevent the catastrophe, and only 
-got out"of the wav in time. By the prompt 
spreading of canvas the rain that fell was 
kept trom the machinery, and, the upper 
tloor being tight, the water did not descend 
lower, and the damage done is not great, 
beyond the cost of the roof. 
At the railroad works about sixty feet of 
the ventilator roof of the rolling mills was 
torn off’, ascended into the air as though 
forced upward by an explosion, and fell 
upon the trees in the yard. Some of the 
other roofs of the works had to be looked 
to carefully. 
The large ornamental piece surmounting 
the front cornice of the Free Library build­ 
ing was blown off, and fell upon the stair­ 
way leading from the sidewalk to the base­ 
ment, crushing the steps into kindling 
wood. Other damage'was also done by the 
falling mass. 
The front forty feet of the roof of the 
building 419 and 421 J street, occupied by 
Benj. Cohen as a carpet store, the upper 
story being used as residence, was also car­ 
ried away by the gale. The water passed 
into the residence rooms, and accumulated 
to a depth of about six inches on the floor. 
Mr. Cohen and others assisted in removing 
the furniture, carpets, etc., ¡uto rear apart­ 
ments, and then attended to goods in the 
store. The store tloor is double, hut the 
water found its way into the basement 
nevertheless, and considerable stock was 
injured. 
The lofty smokestack at W aterhouse .V 
Lester’s mill fell with a crash into the 
alley, carrying away a small portion of the 
firewall, and doing some damage to a small 
building upon which it fell. The mill was 
not in operation, and consequently no in­ 
convenience of a business nature resulted. 
A small house on R street, between 
Eighth 
and 
Ninth, occupied by Mrs. 
Keeler, a member of the Salvation Army, 
and her children, four or five in number, 
was blown from the scantling upon which 
it was raised aliout five feet from the 
ground, and was almost wrecked. No one 
was hurt, and a goat, which was kepi be­ 
neath the building, also escaped uninjured. 
An old structure back of the St. (¡eorge 
building, belonging to William Cummings 
and occupied as a stable, was tumbled inTo 
ruins. 
. 
A stable on F street, near Nineteenth, be­ 
longing to Mrs. C. Mangón, fell, covering a 
cow in the debris. The anim al was ex­ 
tricated immediately afterwards by A. Fra- 
zee and officer Frazee and son, and was 
found to be pretty badly hurt. 
The roof of the Synagogue. Sixth street, 
between J and K, is reported to have en­ 
tirely, blown off. 
The upper portion of the front of Philip 
Phillips’ house. O street, between Fourth 
and Fifth, was blown off. 
The roof of the Golden Eagle Hotel got 
started, and soon a portion of it would have 
been on an excursion but for the prompt 
work of mine host Bowers and his em­ 
ployes. 
The Woolen Mill lost its sm okestack and 
part of a fence. 
Among the fences blown down was that 
in front of Gribble & Joseph's property. 
Second street, near I ; Frank Miller’s high 
fence on Fifth street, near J. used by W. A. 
Caswell as a bulletin board : George H ar­ 
vey's fence. Thirteenth and G streets; fence 
at the Nineteenth and P streets school 
building; that at the German Lutheran 
C hurch: fence at W illiam Boone's, Twen­ 
tieth and G streets. This is but a small 
portion of the damage of that character 
done. 
A portion of the upper balcony in front 
of J. J. Spieker’s drug (¡$ore, Sixth and K 
streets, was torn off, and the falling boards 
broke some window glass. 
Officer Frank Rider had a narrow escape 
from injury. He was hurrying to the depot, 
along Second street, when some one called 
to him, and he stopped for a few moments. 
That just saved him trom being eattght be­ 
neath the fence in front of Joseph A 
Gribble'e property, in front of which he 
would have been passing when it was 
knocked down 
A tailing sign from Hale Bros. »t Co.'s 
store was thrown against C. Clinch's shop 
near by. smashing some glass. The Band­ 
box millinery store's sign broke a $50 pane 
of glass in a window when it fell. 
C. W. Baker's residence, Front street, 
near 1. was Hooded slightly in consequence 
o f a skylight blowing off. 
The 
fire-alarm 
telegraph wires were 
greatly damaged by falling trees. 
The telegraph wires in all directions 
were prostrated. The Stockton train left 
Brighton, coming to the city, on time yes 


. late in getting here, having been detained 
removing fallen telegraph poles and wire 
from the track. 
A large warehouse at Roseville, which 
has been very shaky for some time, col 
lapsed and the debris blocked the railroad 
track for some time. 
A large tree fell across the street railroad 
track on Tenth street, between H and 1. 
and had to be cut in pieces before cars 
could pass. One car was about 100 feet 
from it when it fell. 
Handsome shade and ornamental trees 
were blown down or injured in all portions 
of the city, including several in the Capitol 
Park and Plaza. C. McCreary, Tenth, be­ 
tween K and L streets, lost three locusts 
and one cedar ; German-Angelical Church, 
one cetlar; Mrs E. Cadwalader, one cedar ; 
C. E. Phipps, 1223 O street, oue gum ; O 
and Fourteenth streets, t wo guius; O street, 
between Eighth and Ninth, one gura ; H. 
A. Weaver. Nineteenth and H, one cedar; 
A. Leonard, Seventeenth, G and H, two 
magnificent cedars; II. M. LaKue, Six­ 
teenth and H. one very large gum : S. 11. 
Gerrisfa. G, Fifteenth and Sixteenth, one 
gum ; W m. Moorhead, G, Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth, two gum s; Mrs. McDonald, 
Sixteenth and H, one g u m ; Fourteenth 
and G streets, one locust; Fifteenth and F 
streets, one cedar and one locust: F, T hir­ 
teenth and Fourteenth, one g u m ; Mrs.

come from the southwest there was a break 
in clouds, when higher and thicker clouds 
were seen moving slowly from some south­

2 a. m. yesterday, and at 1 a m. there 
had been .15 of an

deposited; 
from 4 a. m . to noon .53 of an inch, and 
from noon to 7 p . m . .7 5 of an inch, making 
a total rainfall yesterday of 1.43 inches and 
3.43 inches for the month, and a total of 
20.03 inches for the season, as against 10.58 
inches for the entire season of 1884-85. 
Telegraph wires down, and no Signal Serv­ 
ice reports received at noon or last night 
either, therefore we are unable to say what 
the weather is along the Pacific slope, but 
hope it lias not been any worse than at this 
point.

The interest in the M unhall meetings 
seems apparently beyond the wrath of even 
such a storm as raged in the city yesterday.

There is ab­ 
solutely nothing between you and salva­ 
tion. if you are willing to receive it. ¿There 
is nothing tor you to do, if you wish to he 
saved, but to surrender to Jesus; not a 
single straw in your way, if you are will­ 
ing. There is room in heaven for all—for 
the fallen as well as the moral, the most 
despicable tram pas well as the most intel­ 
ligent and respected man in the commu­ 
nity. Jesus came not to bring the right­ 
eous, but sinners to repentance. 
“ All we, 
like sheep, have gone astray ; we have 
turned everyone to his own w ay: and the 
Lord hath laid on Christ the iniquity of 
us all.” 
At the close of his sermon, which through­ 
out was an exhortation to all to surrender 
to t'hrist and (tee from the wrath to come, 
the congregation sang "Ju st as I am, with­ 
out one piea, " during the singing of which 
all who tlesired to become Christians were 
requested to go forward. The minister 
urged all who had not espoused the cause 
of Christ to do so at once; this was their 
time and their opportunity. “ Who will 
be the first one? Is there a soul here that 
wants to be saved ?” One young man went 
forward at the close of the hymn, and the 
minister exclaimed: “ Are there others 
that will come? Come at once. 
If you

Only one young man in ail this congrega­ 
tion that wants to be saved, after we have 
so forcibly presented tne tru th ?

Cc sn in o B ir d s.—The Marysville Appeal 
says: 
The slough or lake which extends from 
Third street to Sixteenth through the city 
is now covered with ducks of several spe­ 
cies, which have little or no fear of any­ 
thing human. They take no more notice of 
the people passing by than a domestic fowl 
would.* They seem to know instinctively 
that they are in 110 danger of being shot ¡it 
while resting in the waters within the city 
limits. When stones are thrown at them 
by mischievous boys they only fly out of 
harm ’s way and alight Within a hundred 
yards or so, and a boat rowed among them 
causes them to only sw im around out of the 
way or to fly a few yards. They cannot be 
driven across the levee and induced to 
alight in the sloughs outside. 
If thev go 
there by choice, they are so wild as to be 
frightened at the sight of a man a long w ay 
oil. The same is true of the meadow larks. 
Inside the levee they can be approached 
within a few yards, but outside the same 
bird will rise at the sight of am a n from 
i»o to 200 yards distant.

T 
h e b o a r d o f t r u s t e e s o f t h e c i i y 
of Sacram ento do ordain as follows : 
Section 1 . All bodies of deceased person^iere- 
after buried in any of the public cemehW es or 
other burial places of the city of Sacramento, 
which at the time of interm ent are intended to 
be exhum ed and rem oved beyond the bounda­ 
ries of the State of California, shall be inclosed 
in an air-tight cast-iron casket, or in a box of 
suitable dim ensions, m ade of redwood boards, 
not less th an one inch in thickness, and lined 
w ith sheet-lead, not less than five pounds to the 
square* foot, w hich *hall be soldered by a li­ 
censed plumber. Such box shall have a brass 
vent aftrew one aud a half íqcIics in diam eter, 
with standard thread, end w ith a flange an«l 
lock-nut, w hich said vent screw shall be sol­ 
dered to the lead on the inside of the bottom of 
the box, six inches frem the foot end of the box. 
Section 2. Before the bodies are interred the 
lock-nuts must be removed from the box, so as 
to leave an escape therefrom of all corruption 
iuto the earth: and w hen th e bodies are ex­ 
hum ed, and before their removal from the 
grave, the nuts m ust again be adjusted to the 
box so as to prevent the escape of any foul gases 
or m atter. The box orcasketm ust not be opened. 
Se/tion 3. Every burial so m ade shall have 
the nam e and age of the deceased, together with 
the date and cause of death plainly written, 
printed or engraved upon the outside of the box 
or casket, and which shall be in the English 
langUEge. 
Section 4. All caskets or boxes so used as 
herein provided, shall be subje t to the inspec­ 
tion of the President of the Board of H ealth or 
H ealth otficei of this city before interm ent. 
Section 5. Any persons violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, upon conviction 
shall be lined not m oreihan five hundred dol­ 
lars, or by im prisonm ent in the City Prison for 
not m ore than ten days, or by both such line 
and imprisonm ent. 
Section 6. T liis ordinance shall take effect 
from aud after its passage and publication 
thereof.

As new sewers are constructc*!, allces>poo’.sand 
vaults upon adjacent property aud accessible to 
sucli sewers shall be connected therew ith, ami 
be constructed or reconstructed so as to conform 
to the provisions of this section. 
Section 2. All cesspools and vaults w ithin the 
city lim its shall be em ptied «»f their contents 
and thoroughly cleansed and disinfected as often 
as they become filled, or whenever such cleans­ 
ing aud disinfection shall be deemed necessary 
and is ordered by the Board of Health. Said 
contents m ust be removed beyond the city lim ­ 
its, to such places to be used as fertilizers as may 
be designated by the Board of Health. Such 
disinfectants must be used asare prescribed bv 
th e Board of Health. 
Section 3. W here there are no «ewers acces­ 
sible for taking the overflow from cesspools and 
vaults, such cesspools and vaults as are he re ut­ 
ter con-tm etcd shall be constructed in two com­ 
partm ents. One o f the com partm ents shall be 
made w ater-tight and shall have an overflow 
into the other com partía nt, which shall l e 
m ade water tight for lour feet below the surface 
of the ground, and below that level so arrange»! 
th at the liquid contents can escape into the sur­ 
rounding soil. Such cesspools and vaults shall 
be constructed ol brick, iron or concrete.

open work shall in no case l,e m ade 1¡. 
t han 
seven feet in depth below the surface «»l the 
ground. 
8 k<t:on 4. All cesspools and vaults which 
have been or may hereafter be constructed, 
shall be ventilated by a ventilating pipe, which 
shall be in no case less in area on the iii id«* 
than the area of a four-inch round pipe, and 
m ust be of such greater area as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by the Board of Health for cesspools and 
vaults of large capacity. Such ventilating pipe 
shall be connected w ith the cesspool or vault so 
as to secure ventilation, aud in such m anner 
aud be cirried to such hight as shall in each in­ 
stance be ordered by the Board of H ealth. 
¿ echón 5. No cesspool or vaultsbull be placed 
at a less distance than ten feet from the exterior 
walls of any inhabited building, except where 
a building covers so m uch of tire* lot of ground 
as to m ake it necessary to do so; nor shall a 
cesspool or vault be placed at a less distance 
than five feet from the lines of adjoining prop­ 
erly. 
Section 6. No surface w ater or roof w ater 
shall be discharged im o anv vault or cesspo >1, 
but shall, where practicable, be conducted to 
the street gutter. 
Section 7. Any or ail cesspools or vaults 
which, in the opiuiou of the Board of Health, 
are dctrim eual to the public health, shall be 
abated by th e owner, ageut or occupant of the 
premises upon w hich the same is use d. 
New 
cesspools or vaults constructed in lk-u of those 
abated shall be constructed in accordance with 
the provisions ol this ordinauce. All persons 
engaged iu constructing cesspools or vaults m ust. 
before com pleting the same, notify the Health 
Officer aud afford him an opportunity to inspect 
them . 
Section S. All cesspools or privy vaults which 
m ay be detrim ental to the public health shall 
be abated in the m anner prescribed l»y and un­ 
der the directions and supervision of the Board 
of Health. 
Section 9 All drainage pipes, «oil pipes and 
w.aste pipes w ithin a building shall lmvc «cai­ 
rela iuiug traps so placed in them a« to effectu­ 
ally prevent the passage of sewer or cesspool 
gases iuto the house. Such traps shall be placed 
as near the fixtures as practicable, and arranged 
so as to be safe against back pressure, telf- 
syphonage, loss of seal by evaporation or sv- 
phonage. Soil, waste and vent pipes Miall be 
constructed of cast iron, wrought iron, lead, 
galvanized iron not less than No. 29. 
Every 
liu eo f soil and waste pipe must be carried up 
to and at least two feet above the m ain house 
roof. 
Section 10. No steam cr exhaust shall connect 
with any drain, soil or waste pipe. 
Section 11. No councction w ith any public 
sewer shall be m ade without a perm it from the 
City Surveyor; and the boint at v. hich such con 
nection shall be m ade shall be fixed by the City 
Surveyor as well as the m aim er «if eonuection. 
Section 12 No plum bing or draiuage work 
shall bo covered or concealed in any way until 
it has been exam ined by the Inspector of Plum b­ 
ing. Notice m ust be given to the inspector 
when the work is sufficiently advanced for in­ 
spection. 
Section 13. Any person or persons violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance sliali. 
upon conviction thereof, be fined in a sum not 
exceeding five hundred dolíais, or by imprison­ 
m ent at the rate of one day for each dollar of 
the fine until the sanie is satisfied, or bv im ­ 
prisonm ent alone not exceedingien days/or tv 
both such fine and imprisonment.
